In Weather This Fall For Planting 


The following general farm story 
was written by Mrs. R. J. Schrod- 
er in Pahokee and appeared in The 
Miami Herald. We are reprinting 
it because it is highly interesting 
at this particular time. We want 
Mrs. Schroder to have credit for 
its originality: \

Some growers are more cautious 
[and are waiting to see what the 
last of September brings in wea- 
thre. If floods and storms come 
celery beds can be more easily 
prótected tban a field of celery. 

Some growers say that celery 
set in October is ready for harvest 
at the same time as plants set in 
September because during the hot 
weather there is no growth in the 
plants. ' 

Vandegrift-Williams farms in 
Pahokee have around 500 acres 
of green beans planted. and 100 
acres of sweet corn. y are still 
planting. Joe Hatton, Jone of Pa- 
hokee's large and su grow- 
ets, has 100 acres of green bear 
up. But, according to Hatton, his 
Fall bean deal 
plant 


B 


Hatton is one of the largest and 
most successful sweet corn grow- 
ers in this section. He pioneered 
last year in planting sweet corn 
on a large scale in the fall. 

Farmers have had excellent 
weather for farm operations. This 
has been one of the driest sum- 
mers in the history of this section 
of the Glades. . 

Drainage districts in this area 
have reversed their pumping meth- 
ods and are pumping water from 
the lake into the drainage ditches 
instead of pumping the water from 
farm lands into Lake Okeechobee. 
. In the absence of the heavy 
rains, farmers have been able to 
turn their land and plant their 
crops unhampered. 

H. L. Speer, assistant county 
agricultural agent, commenting on 
the outlook for the Fall crop, said 
that the acreage is being increas- 
ed, especially in sweet corn. Many 
of the growers feel that the war 
in Korea will make the market 
demands better this year. Speer 
said the blight which struck the 
Sweet corn crop last spring in this 
section had been brought under 
control by. spraying. 

-Agriculture éxperts studying 
plantings for this section recom- 
mend that the acreage in string 
beans, escarole and cabbage be re- 
duced büt that the markets can 
stand increases in thé sweet corn
